Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 3. Tosee what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of its 
winter roads. 


Art. 5. To see what action the town will take towards 
fixing the compensation of the tax collector. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $25.00 for the Lisbon District 
Nursing Association.
